viet R ussia’s vigorous repudiation of 
Secretary of State Stim son’s effort to 
invoke the Kellogg pact in M anchuria 
hit W ashington today like a thunder­ 
clap from a sunny sky. 
Moscow struck at Stim son’s mobili 
zation of woild opinion with the state­ 
m ent the action of the United States 
could not be considered as friendly 
Soviet Russia objected similarly 
action of Great Britain and France in 
support of Stimson.

governm ent 
was the theme of im m ediate specula 
tion as news of the Soviet attitude be 
cam e known here. 
The United States has refused recog 
nition to the Soviet governm ent hith 
M io, but some observers believed the 
effort to invoke the Kellogg treaty 
m ight in some degree affect W ashing 
to n ’s attitude if Moscow proved amen 
able to the pressure of public opinion 
which Stimson attem pted 
to 
exert 
Conversely the opinion 
was 
widely 
held Russia might create the opposite 
result by proving intractable in the 
face of Am erican leadership of the 
w orld’s mobilized moral force. 
The departm ent of state said 
the 
Russian reply had not been received 
and no com m ent would be made at 
this time. 
Stim son’s communication 
to Moscow was sent S aturday by way 
of the French governm ent and the re 
ply presumably will follow the same 
route. 
A United Press dispatch from Mos 
cow revealed Soviet R ussia had 
ad ­ 
dressed identic notes to the 
United 
States, G reat B ritain and F ran ce re­ 
jecting w arnings to refrain from hos­ 
tility and asserting the Russo-Chinese 
dispute was in process of adjustm ent 
and would be settled by the (interested 
parties without outside interference.

Moscow. Dec. 4.- The Soviet govern­ 
m ent has rejected the w arnings of the 
United 
States, 
G reat 
B ritain 
and 
F ran ce 
to

with China under term s of the Kel 
logg anti-war pact, declaring th a t in 
view of impending direct negotiations 
w ith M anchuria for settlem ent of the 
Chinese E astern railway dispute, the 
w arnings of the powers constitutes an 
a c t 
which 
cannot 
be 
considered 
friendly. 
The Soviet rejection was contained 
in identical notes to the three govern­ 
m ents which joined in an appeal 
to 
Moscow and the Chinese nationalist 
governm ent at Nanking. 
The notes were issued sim ultane­ 
ously with the announcem ent that the 
Soviet foreign office agent, Simonov- 
sky, had signed a protocol with Tsai 
Yun-Sheng, Mukden peace delegate, 
for settlement of the railway dispute. 
In calling attention to the impend­ 
ing direct negotiations with the M uk­ 
den government, the Soviet notes de­ 
clare the notes of the three Kellogg 
powers constitute “an entirely unjus­ 
tified pressure which cannot be con­ 
sidered as a friendly act.’’ 
Russia asserted em phatically 
that 
the conflict in M anchuria can be set­ 
tled only by direct negotiations be­ 
tween the Soviet 
governm ent 
and 
Mukden on the basis of the 
Soviet 
m inim um conditions already accepted. 
Any interference of 
outside 
powers 
will not be permitted, the notes stated. 
In the note to the United States, 
an additional clause expressed aston­ 
ishment that a governm ent which re­ 
fused diplomatic relations with 
the 
Soviet Union should appeal to it with 
“advice and instructions.” 
The notes said the Soviet 
govern­ 
m ent did not adm it th e rig h t of any 
single country or group of countries 
to assume the functions of “protectors 
of the Paris 
(Kellogg) 
tre a ty ” 
of 
which both Russia and C hina are sig­ 
natories. 
The M anchurian situation was 
re­ 
viewed briefly, the Soviets charging 
th a t the Chinese governm ent for years 
had violated Soviet rights despite the 
fact th a t Russia voluntarily had 
re­ 
nounced its extra territoriality rights 
in China. 
It declared th at the sam e cannot be 
said of other pow ers w hich w ere m ain­ 
taining gunboats and o ther forces in 
China. 
T he Soviet press angrily denounced 
th e A m erican, B ritish 
and 
F rench 
declarations under th e Kellogg pact 
as a hypocritical attem p t to upset the 
negotiations w ith th e M ukden govern­ 
m ent.

000 In 1931, President Hoover proposed 
tax reduction on 1929 incomes as al­ 
ready outlined by Secretary 
Mellon. 
This program will provide a cut of on# 
per cent in the normal tax aggregat­ 
ing $160,000,000. 
W arning congress that only a tem­ 
porary tax decrease is justified by tim 
state of governm ent finances now, IKE 
H oover said a year hence It will ba 
possible to determ ine whether the con­ 
tinuation or even extension of the rjfc- 
duct ion is justified. Every effort WU* 
be m ade, he added, to so conduct th# 
governm ent finances as to 
continua 
the benefits of reduced taxation for 
succeeding calendar years.

THERE is a value to winter sports that cannot be appreciated 
fey some people.

Brainerd and the Lake Region are advertised to the ends ol 
the earth so far as summer sports and summer tourist trade b 
anticipated and realized, but there is an appreciable void of some 
thing to do and carry on in the winter season. 
Our lakes and rivers offer admirable skating surfaces, they 
are dotted with fish houses. 
Ice boats are seen on some of the 
takes and operate as long as the snowfall does not interfere. 
We 
come to Brainerd itself and find the Park Board valiantly striving 
to keep a skating course open at Lum Park. 
In the past we have had varied attempts to utilize an artifi­ 
cial rink in the vicinity of the court house. 
We all remember one 
year when the Northern Pacific and Great Northern railways co­ 
operated to give an impetus to winter sports. 
There was a grand 
parade at St. Paul in which our Tommy Wood led the Brainerd 
contingent and the railway outfitted its shopmen in brilliant car­ 
nival costumes. There was skating and there were hockey games 
with outside teams. 
In other years the rink at the court house was utilized and 
sports there took an upward sweep. 
During the time General 
Secretary Alfred Dillan of the Y. M. C. A. was in charge of sports, 
a hockey league flourished at the rink and winter sports grew 
amazingly in popularity. 
No one denies the benefit of winter sports, properly super­ 
vised. 
One thing needed is an efficient, central, civic spirit to 
guide, finance and maintain the rink and its activities. 
It is too 
much to expect one or more individuals of public spirit to shoul­ 
der the whole burden. 
Meetings are now being held by citizens interested in winter 
sports and it is hoped to evolve a plan at this time which will gel 
Chamber of Commerce sponsorship aided by city departments 
and to eventually have a method which will make winter sports a 
regular official program of our city. 
There is a utilitarian end to all of this, 
it will bring people 
to our city in the winter time. 
It will encourage athletics and 
preserve the health of the community. 
It will lot the world at 
large know that a central Minnesota community does not hiber­ 
nate in winter, but is every bit as much alive as in summer time. 
It will encourage business in many lines handled in winter time. 
Not so many years ago a winter motorist was a curiosity. In 
the first place, he did not have much roadway in which to operate 
his car. Nowadays, how many people put their cars on stilts until 
next April? Nearly everybody drives iii winter. 
The open road, 
maintained clear by the Highway Department in territory out of 
town, with the county aiding on other roads and tile city operat­ 
ing with its snow removal equipment, has made winter motoring 
a habit and almost second nature to all of us.

Predict I ny Forest Flee Ii azo rd* 


T he state forest service soon will be able to predict increases 
or decreases in the forest fire hazard due within a period of ‘21 to 
48 hours. 
This is one of the inclusions reached as a result of field ex­ 
periments and observations made in lire weather investigations 
during the last two years at the Larsmont Lookout Station near 
Bemidji. 
Records are taken ut the air, water and ground tempera­ 
tures. 
The direction and velocity of the winds, humidity of the 
air, water levels in the lakes and ground, air pressure, precipita­ 
tion and moisture content of the layer of humus and dull* on the 
ground are the weather conditions recorded. 
These records are charted and when correlated to the num­ 
ber and extent of forest fires, the lire hazard for weather condi­ 
tions oil ajiy particular day can be* determined, it was pointed out 
by Grover M. Conzet, state forester, under wh6m the work has 
been conducted. 
^ 
In addition to the lire forecasting', the observers have also 
been studying the weather changes brought about by the passage 
ol fires over areas, together with the effects f rom fire swept areas 
on lake and ground water levels.
